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The President has directed the preparation of an evaluation of the 
military situation in Cambodia and the alternative ways to improve 
FANK's capabilities. 


In particular, this evaluation should cover: 


-- The present military situation in Cambodia, including FANK 
capability to deal with the various enemy threats. 


-- The determinants of FANK effectiveness and the actions that 
could be expected to improve it. This should examine the appropriate- 
ness of FANK strategy, tactics, and leadership as well as the level and 
composition of our FY 72 and FY 73 assistance programs. 

-- The alternative approaches to obtaining an effective FANK. This 
should consider actions which the GKR and FANK could take as well as 
actions in which the U. S. and/or ARVN would be involved.
